BIRMINGHAM, Ala. (AP)-Thc 
case of the federal government 
vs. Alabama Gov.

There were indica- 
tions that come what may, Wal- 
lace will go through with his plan 
to try to keep Negroes out of the 
white University of Alabama. 


No one expected the fiery segre- 


gationist governor to be present 
for the legal proceedings. He siaid 
on a national television program 
Sunday that he would send coun- 
sel to present his defense of his 
stand-in-the-door 
policy 
against 


integration. 


The Justice Department asked 


U.S. Dist. Judge Seybourn H. 
Lynne for an injunction barring 
Wallace from interfering with an 
earlier court order directing the 
university system ot enroll two 
Negroes. 


'. Repeating his vow to stand in 
the university doors to keep Ne- 
groes out, Wallace told interview- 
ers on NBC television's "Meet the 
Press" that his. defiance would 
"test in the courts the validity of 
this order involving our school 
system." 


The'issue, he said, is whether 


Albama may run its schools as it 
has or must submit to federal gov- 
ernment operation of the schools. 


•He said rer.-eateclly that violence 


would not be tolerated at the 
university, but said it remains to 
be seen whether federal troops 
will be needed tio geit two Negroes 
into ' the university system next 
week. 


The governor said he has ap- 


pealed to the citizens of Alabama 
to stay away from the campus. 


"Absolute law will prevail," he 


said. "We will not tolerate mob 
action."

LITTLE ROCK (AP) — Educa- 


tion Commissioner Arch Ford has 
said he will ask the state Board 
of Education June 9-10 to approve 
his plan for a survey of each of 
the state's 410 school districts. 


Ford presented the plan April 23 


at a meeting of keyi staff mem- 
bers and he said they all backed 
it. 


The survey would be carried out 


by a departmental team which 
would check each school in each 
district to learn what is hap- 
pening. Results would be studied 
and recommendations made pub- 
lic. 


School Transfer 
Law Invalid, 
Court Rules 


WASHINGTON (AP>—Thu 
Su- 


preme Court struck down today 
two public school transfer plans in 
Tennessee that allow pupils to 
switch out of schools where their 
race is in the minority. 


The plans, used in Knoxvillc 


and Davidson County, were chal- 
lenged by counsel for Negro stu- 
dents as efforts to perpetuate 
racial segregation in public edu- 
cation. Nashville,, the Tennessee 
state capital, is in Davidson coun- 
ty but the city and county have 
separate school systems. Knox- 
ville is in Knox Counlyi. 


Justice 
Clark 
delivered 
the 


unanimous decision. 


Attorneys for Negro students 


said the transfer plans as.a prac- 
tical matter restrict Negroes to 
all-Negro schools while permitting 
white children in a largely Negro 
area to transfer to other schools 
solely on the basis of race. 


But counsel for the Knoxvillc 


and 
Davidson , County 
School 


boards argued before the high 
court that there was no evidence 
the plans are an evasive scheme 
to continue segregation. They said 
school board officials were trying 
their hardest to solve integration 
problems. 


Clark declared for the court 


that "the transfer plans (in the 
Tennessee cases) 
promote dis- 


crimination and are therefore in- 
valid." 


"The transfer provisions here,' 


Clark said, "cannot be deemed to 
bd rea'soiVably designed to meet 
legitimate local problems, and 
therefore do not meet the require- 
ments of Brown." 


By "Brown," Clark was refer- 


ring to the Supreme Court's 1954 
and 1955 decisions in the public 
school racial cases. 


The formal titles of the 1954 and 


1955 cases were "Brown vs. Board 
of Education."

TH Law Does 
Not Ban Shop 
Agreements 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Supreme Court ruled today the 
Taft-Hartley Law does not ban 
agency shop agreements, but in a 
separate decision upheld Florida's 
wohibition of agency shop con- 
racts. 


Both decisions were 8-0. Justice 


Goldberg, a former secretary of 
abor, did not take part. 
Under agency shop agreements, 


non-union members must pay to 
unions the equivalent of fees and 
dues paid by members. 


Many unions have pressed for 


such agreements in states which 
lave so-called right-to-work laws, 
forbidding a requirement for un- 
ion membership as a condition of 
employment 


The two cases in the Supreme 


Court's decision today were: 


1. A case from Indiana in which 


the United Auto Workers 
was 


seeking 
from 
General 
Motors 


Corp. an agency shop agreement 
for workers in Indiana. 


Indiana has a form of right-to 


work law, but state courts ruled 
the state statute did not forbic 
the agency shop. General Motors 
contended it was barred under the 
national labor law,, the Taft-Hart 
ley Act. The Supreme Court said 
it is not. 


2. A case from Florida involv 


ing local 1625 of the AFL-CIO Re 
tail Clerks. The local had an 
agreement with Food Fair, Inc. 
scores at Miami, but a group o 
non-union employes balked at pay 
ing fees to the union. 


Florida's Supreme Court de 


cided such an agency shop ar 
rangement was illegal under th 
state's right-to-work law.

Highways Are 
Big Business 
in Arkansas

Associated Press Staff Writer 
Once a month 100 men gather 


in a building behind the state 
Capitol to seat and scribble down 
figures as they are read over a 
loudspeaker. 


The men are road builders, the 


building is the Highway Depart- 
ment, and the figures are the 
monthly highway bids. 


It's all part of Arkansas' big- 


gest business—highway construc- 
tion. 


In fiscal 1961 and 1962, the state 


spent $104,485,255, including feder- 
al funds, for construction of high- 
ways in Arkansas, the Highway 
Commission's statistical r e c o r d 
shows. 


The money went to dozens of 


contractors, subcontractors, mate- 
rial suppliers and equipment deal- 
ers, and eventually it went back 
to the people. 


The building of highways, al- 


though it is controlled by the 
state, is one of the most competi- 
tive businesses. When the bids are 
read contractors moan audibly or 
even shout.! 


Wednesday bids were read on 


$6.1 million in proje'ct. When one. 
project came up,, a heavy-set, 
room and scribbed frantically on 
room ad scribbled fratically o 
his billfold while looking over 
riewsmens' shoulders to check his 
figures. 


When Eugene Nelson, office en- 


gineer, said. "That's all the 
1, bids 


on thai! project," the heavy-set 
man rushed outl. -No one knew 
whether he had! been successful. 


Not. all the- men who crowd into 


the hearing room are contractors. 
May! sell equipment and materi- 
al. They want to see! who gets 
the! bids so they'll know who: to 
approach for a sale. 


On bidding on one interstate 


highway project Wednesday,, the 
pressure was as thick as the cigar 
smoke. 
Dixie Contract Co. of 


Memphis was low with a bid of 
$1,033,889. Then Nelson read the 
last bid—a combined offer by W. 
K. Ingram, of West Memphis and 
Mickeys Inc. of Warren. 


It was $1,033,478—low by a scant 


$411. 


The room exploded in noise and 


the radio announcer broadcasting 
the bids over a Little Rock sta- 
tion had to shout his commercial, 


The contractors must prepare 


their bids with extreme care to 
get as low as possible and still 
preserve their profit margin. Oc- 
casionally, someone will "leave 
the money on the table." That is, 
they will underbid everyone-else 
by a wide, margin and,kick-them- 
selves later' because they -could 
have had the job at a much high- 
er bid.

started from a lighted cigarette < 
in a downstairs apartment where 
Eddie Jones, 31,, was asleep. 


Jones was found unconscious 


and was revived by firemen. He 
suffered burns on his left arm, 
hand and shoulder and was hos- 
pitalized. 


Edmond Robertson, 49, of Pat- 


terson, died early Sunday of in- 
juries suffered when the car he 
was driving ran off state High- 
way 17 about five miles south of 
McCrory Saturday night. He was 
along in the car. 


Also during the week, nine other 


persons died in traffic accidents, 
two drowned, one was killed when 
a tractor overturned on him, two 
others died in fires, one was 
killed in a fall, one was accidental- 
ly electrocuted,, one was stabbed 
to death, one was shot to death 
and one was killed in a con- | 
struction accident.

Pound and 
Dollar Are 
Stabalized 


WASHINGTON (AP)—A recipro- 


cal currency arrangement be- 
tween the Federal Reserve Board 
and the Bank of England to main 
tain stability of the dollar and 
pound has been raised from $50 
million to $500 million, it was an- 
nounced today. 


The arrangement, one of a num- 


ber this country has with other 
nations, is one means of keeping 
stable the U.S. dollar and other 
currencies. 


The board's Open Market Com- 


mittee, announcing the increase. 
said .it "reflects the desirability 
of enlarging the facilities for deal- 
ing with temporary and reversible 
flows of funds between the two 
largest centers of world finance." 


In effect, the arrangement per- 


mits this country to borrow up to 
$500 million 
worth of 
British 


pounds—or the British to borrow 
a like amount of U.S. dollars—for 
short-time periods when they are 
needed to stabilize the currencies. 


The announcement said the sys 


tern "provides a major reinforce- 
ment of the world payments sys 
tem and of international liquidity 
by increasing the availability o: 
foreign exchange in case of need.' 


A spokesman said there was no 


urgency about the increase. He 
noted 
the original U.S.-Britisl 


agreement a year ago on a $50- 
million fund was one of the first 
and that similar agreements made 
since with other countries have in- 
volved greater amounts. 


He said the increase brings the 


U.S. British arrangement more in 
line with those made since with 
other countries.

Scotsman Jimmy Clark in a rear- 
engine Lotus-Ford. 


Clark was one of those who 


complained after the racel that: 
Jones car was spitting oil onto the 
rack just before he took the win- 
ner's checkered flag. 


However, Chief Steward Harlan 


?engler refused to wave Jones 
nto the pits. 


"You can't take this race away 


from a man on snap judgment," 
said Fengler, who also noted that

Law on Right 
to Work Is 
Controversial

The most controversial rule in 


Arkansas' industrialization process 
is the right to work law. 


Unions bitterly oppose it. Em- 


ployers and chambers of com- 
merce are for it. And a third force 
in labor relations— the state gov- 
ernment—considers it innocuous. 


The law forbids union shops or 


agency shops in which non-union 
workers must pay the equivalent 
of dues to the union. It also says 
union membership must not be, a 
requsite for getting a job or hold- 
ing one. 


George Ellison, state president 


of the AFL-CIO,, says the law 
keeps Arkansas workers from 
gaining advantages held in other 
states because it weakens unions 
and hampers collective bargain- 
ing. For this reason he calls it the 
"right-to-be-worked law." 


Frank Cantrell, executive vjce 


president of the state Chamber of 
Commerce, defends the measure^ 
He says it allows workers free- 
dom of choice. 


State Labor Commissioner Bill 


Laney, a former CIO organizer, 
says he does not think the law

aw 
hat 
hampers union progress and that 
he does not know of a single case 
in which it helped defeat a union. 


But Ellison says its very pres- 


ence precludes strong unipn activ- 
ity. Without a union shop, he says, 
the union cannot present a solid 
front to back up wage and condi- 
tion demands. 


Of the 20 stages that now have 


right to work laws, pnly Nevada 
is keeping pace with the rest of 
the nation, Ellison said. 


Arkansas was the first state to 


pass such legislation— in 1944. A 
companion law, the 1943 anti-viq 
lence act, outlaws strike violence. 
""We're going to keep working 
for repeal of the right to work 
law," said Ellison. He thinks'it 
eventually will be repealed. 


Cantrell says the law has not 


inhibited union growth and deyel 
opment. "A man ought not haye 
to pay tribute to anyone," he said. 
"Saying you must belong to a 
io nis like saying you must be a 
member of a certain church to 
work in a plant." 


Laney, who was appointed labor 


commissioner by Gov. Orval 
Faubus May 1 after serving as 
assistant commissioner for eight 
years, has this attitude about the 
law:
